PREPCOM. PASSED US ALTERNATE REP COPY OF DRAFT PROGRAM OF 
ACTION WHICH HE PLANS TO PUT FORWARD IN NEW YORK. WATANABE 
SAID THAT HE WOULD WELCOME US REACTION AND OPPORTUNITY TO 
CONSULT FURTHER ON ISSUE WITH US DEL TO SSOD PREPCOM. 

2. TEXT OF JAPANESE DRAFT FOLLOWS: 

BEGIN TEXT: PROGRAMME OF ACTION ON GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

ADOPTS THE FOLLOWING PROGRAMME OF ACTION: 

WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVE TANGIBLE PROGRESS IN 
ORDER THAT THE GOAL OF GENERAL AND COMPLETE DIS- 
ARMAMENT UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL CONTROL MAY 
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BECOME A REALITY IN A WORLD IN WHICH INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SECURITY PREVAIL, AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS ARE ATTAINED. 

I. NUCLEAR ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT 
THE HIGHEST PRIORITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO NUCLEAR 
ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT. 
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1 . THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE FIRST STAGE. 

(1) UNIVERSAL ADHERENCE TO THE NPT TO PREVENT 
A FURTHER PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
TECHNOLOGY 

(2) CONCLUSION OF A COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR TEST 
BAN TREATY TO RESTRICT THE FURTHER TECHNOLOGICAL 
DEVELOPMENT OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND WEAPONS SYSTEM 

(3) LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC OFFENSIVE ARMS 

2. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE SECOND STATGE. 

(1) CESSATION OF PRODUCTION OF FISSIONABLE 
MATERIALS FOR MILITARY PURPOSES. ("CUT-OFF") 

(2) LIMITATION OF TACTICAL NUCLEAR ARMS 

(3) GRADUAL REDUCTION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS (SALT 
III). 

(4) ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR- WEAPONS-FREE-ZONES 

3. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE FINAL STAGE. 

(1) CONCLUSIONS OF A TREATY ON THE PROHIBITION 
OF THE DEVELOPMENT, PRODUCTION AND STOCKPILING 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 
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(2) CONCLUSION OF A TREATY BANNING THE USE OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

II. OTHER WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION 
HIGH PRIORITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO WEAPONS OF MASS 
DESTRUCTION OTHER THAN NUCLEAR WEAPONS SUCH AS CHEMICAL 
AND BIOLOGICAL WEAPONS AND ANY WEAPONS DEVELOPED IN THE 
FUTURE BECAUSE OF THEIR INDISCRIMINATE, WIDESPREAD 
AND INHUMANE EFFECTS. 

1 . THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE FIRST STAGE. 

(1) UNIVERSAL ADHERENCE TO THE CONVENTION ON 
THE PROHIBITION OF THE DEVELOPMENT, PRODUC- 
TION AND STOCKPILING OF BACTERIOLOGICAL 
(BIOLOGICAL) AND TOXIN WEAPONS AND ON THEIR 
DESTRUCTION. 

(2) CONCULUSION OF A TREATY ON THE EFFECTIVE 
PROHIBITION OF THE DEVELOPMENT, PRODUCTION 
AND STOCKPILING OF ALL CHEMICAL WEAPONS AND 
ON THEIR ELIMINATION FROM ARSENALS OF ALL 
STATES. 
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(3) CONCLUSION OF A TREATY ON THE EFFECTIVE 
PROHIBITION OF THE USE OF INCENDIARY WEAPONS. 

m. CONVENTION ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT 
FOUR FIFTHS OF THE TOTAL MILITARY EXPENDITURES 
OF THE WORLD ARE BEING DEVOTED TO THE ACCUMULATION 
OF CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS. SERIOUS ATTENTION SHOULD 
BE GIVEN TO CONVENTIONAL ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT. 
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1 . THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE FIRST STAGE. 

(1) FORMULATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT 
TO RESTRICT THE INTERNATIONAL TRANSFER OF 
CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS. 

(2) CONVENING OF REGIONAL CONFERENCES AT THE 
INITIATIVE OF THE STATES OF THE REGION FOR 
THE PREVENTION AND LIMITATION OF ARMAMENTS. 

2. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE SECOND STAGE. 

(1) THE ESTABLISHMENT OF CEILINGS ON THE LEVEL 
AND TYPES OF CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS AND 
THE NUMBER OF ARMED FORCES. 

(2) GRADUAL REDUCTIONS IN CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS 
AND ARMED FORCES. 

3. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLMENTED 
IN THE FINAL STAGE. 
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(1) REDUCTIONS OF CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS AND 
ARMED FORCES TO THE LEVELS REQUIRED FOR 
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INTERNAL SECURITY PURPOSES ONLY. 

IV. CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES 

AN INCREASED CONFIDENCE BETWEEN STATES IS A 
PREREQUISITE FOR ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT. 

1 . THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE FIRST STAGE. 

(1) STUDY AND COMPARISON OF MILITARY EXPENDI- 
TURES 

(2) INTERNATIONAL REGISTER OF CONVENTIONAL 
ARMAMENTS AND ARMED FORCES. 

2. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE SECOND STAGE. 

(1) GRADUAL REDUCTIONS OF MILITARY EXPENDITURES. 

(2) GRADUAL REDUCTIONS OF CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS 
AND ARMED FORCES. 

V. VERIFICATION AND SECURITY ASSISTANCE 

AS STATED IN THE IOINT STATEMENT OF AGREED 
PRINCIPLES FOR DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS, ALL DIS- 
ARMAMENT MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED FROM BEGIN- 
NING TO END UNDER SUCH STRICT AND EFFECTIVE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONTROL AS WOULD PROVIDE FIRM ASSURANCE THAT 
ALL PARTIES ARE HONOURING THEIR OBLIGATION. 

AS ALSO STATED IN THE SAME STATEMENT, PROGRESS 
IN DISARMAMENT SHOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY MEASURES TO 
STRENGTHEN INSTITUTIONS FOR MAINTAINING PEACE AND 
THE SETTLEMENT OF INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES BY PEACEFUL 
MEANS. 

1 . THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
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IN THE FIRST STAGE. 

(1) CREATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL DISARMAMENT 
ORGANIZATION WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS. 

(2) STUDY ON MEASURES TO STRENGTHEN INSTITUTIONS 
FOR MAINTAINING PEACE AND THE SETTLEMENT OF 
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INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES BY PEACEFUL MEANS IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PRINCIPLES OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS CHARTER. 

2. THE FOLLOWING MEASURES SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN THE SECOND STAGE. 

(1) ESTABLISHMENT OR DEVELOPMENT OF UNITED 
NATIONS PEACE-MAKING AND PEACE - KE EPING 
MACHINERY AND PROCEDURES IN ORDER TO INCREASE 
AND ENSURE THE MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SECURITY. END TEXT. VANDEN HEUVEL 
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
